Arbor Day Nov. 6, Says The 
Governor. 

Gov. McCreary has issued the follow- 
ing proclamation: 

"I, James B. McCreary, Governor of 
the Commonwealth, do issue this proc- 
lamation, designating Friday, November 
0, 191-1. as Arbor Day for the Common 
wealth of Kentucky, and request its ob- 
servance by the planting of trees and 
such other exercises as may be deemed 
proper. 

•'The attention of all the people, and 
especially the teachers and pupils of all 
the colleges and schools, is called to the 
importance of planting trees. Every 
proper effort should be made for the re- 
newal of our forests. 

"In the last decade there has been 
great development along forestry lines 
in the United Stales. The inauguration 
of forest management in the national 
forests, the activity of various Siates in 
public forestry and the interest of pri- 
vate owners in tree growing have result- 
ed in marked improvement in every- 
thing connected with forestry. There 
are now a number of colleges in the 
United States where forestry is included 
inline curriculum. In the last few years 
there has been a constantly increasing 
activity in the forestry of the various 
Slates, and now 30 States have some 
kind of organization for forestry work. 

"I call upon the people to give more 
attention to the observance of Arbor 
Day in Kentucky than has been given 
heretofore. I not only desire students 
of all the colleges to lake active part in 
the setting out of trees, but the pupils 
of every common school in the State 
could render immense service by each 
of them sf tting out one tree on Arbor 
Day. 

"School house yards, home yards, pub- 
lic roads, pastures and fjelcfs should be 
beautified with trees. Our natural for- 
ests are diminishing and we must «oi 
only save what is left of the forests, but 
must re-forest the cut-over, the burnt, 
over and the unforesied districts of the 
State."

Moonlight Schools. 

The Illiteracy Commission appointed 
by Governor McCreary, of which Mrs. 
Stewart is the chairman, is putting forih 
great efforts to attract the attention of 
the people to the moonlight schools, 
which have been instituted throughout 
Kentucky. It is hoped that 2,000 schools 
may be started, and that the illiterates 
may be taught to read and write. The 
school teachers and the press have ren- 
dered valued assistance in that direc- 
tion. Too much cannot be -done in the 
furtherance of this commendable work. 

However, if the Legislature will only 
remove the law which prohibits an adult 
from attending the day schools, there 
would be no necessity for the moonlight 
schools, because the day schools can ac- 
commodate the adult illiterates. 

There was never any sense In prohib- 
iting a man who had passed the oge of 
twenty from attending the public schools 
Indeed, they have a law on the 'book 
now which requires children between 
the ages of 0 and 20 to attend school, 
and yet, strange to say, they have a law 
prohibiting one who has just passed the 
age of twenty from attending such insti- 
tutions. This last law should be re- 
pealed by all means. An infant does 
not know the value of an education, and 
it's only after he has come in contact 
with the world that he sees the neces- 
sity of it. Then he finds that he is pro- 
hibited from attending the public school. 
He may not be able to attend private 
schools and thus be continues in igno- 
rance. 

The law should be amended and illit- 
erates should be requiced to attend schocl 
until they can read, write and cipher. 
The old rule of three is a very good one. 
Il is the duty of the Stale to rid itself of 
the stigma of illiteracy. Il can never 
do this by moonlight schools. They will 
attract attention for a little while, but 
they will soon die away. 

The nigl.t schools have been with us 
always, but when you call it "moon- 
light" school, it creates a ripple which 
in a very short time will exhaust itself 
and be seen or heard of no more. 

The State should be ashamed of itself 
for having a law on its statute books 
which denies to an adult a second chance 
to gain an education in the day schools.

CONCENTRATION. 

If the present status of the great pro- 
hibition reform suggests anything, says 
E. H. Parkinson. D. D.. of Chicago, it 
is the pressing need of concentration up- 
on the part of the various organizations 
in the Nation-wide movement. The 
other and many lines of temperance 
anl prohibition effort have certainly 
led up to thit very important one. And 
now to cling tenaciously to old theories 
knd forms will only occasion delay when 
great and rapid strides are dem\nded. 
The Prohibition party, the Anti-saloon 
League the W. C. T. U. and the numer- 
ous social and chnrih temperance soci- 
eties can well lake fresh courage in see- 
ing the culmination of long-continued 
plan and effort in the Nation-wide agi- 
tation for prohibition. To be sure, some 
of the workers have had this movement 
always in mind — they have not swerved 
from it. but there has not been a day 
when there was such an impetus toward 
a united concentration as there is just 
now. And we believe this phase of the 
subject marks the beginning or the end 
to the grwitest reform of tlie century. 
The conviction obtains that there have 
been* theorizing and organizing long 
enough. Let outright and downright 
work now be in evidence. The end to 
be accomplished Is of vastly greater mo- 
ment than the prolongation of the life of 
auy particular organization. Let socie- 
ties and organizations perish, but let the 
end toward which theyjiave contribut- 
ed be. their enduring monumehrf. If 
need be, ihey can well lose their identi- 
ty in<flie unity and concentration now 
becoming universally apparent.

Excerpts From Sermon Preach 
ed By Dr. E. B. Barnes. 

Dr. E. B. Barnes spoke Sunday to a 
large congregation on the subject, 
"What is Christian Science?" 

He desires to say that all the quota- 
tions he made were taken from ihe vol- 
u me of Dr. Haldeman, of New York City, 
and can be verified. After writing his 
"Christian Science in the Light of Holy 
Scripture," he discovered that the 1909 
edition of "Science and Health" had 
peen changed from the edition of 
1893, which he used. He found that the 
chapters- had been completely trans 
posed. 

"The first chapter in the 74th edition 
has been changed to the sixth in the 
1909 edition; the second to the seventh; 
the third to the eighth; the fourth to the 
ninth; the fifth to the tenth: the sixth to 
the fourth: the seventh to the third; the 
eighth to the fifth;' the ninth to the 
eleventh; the tenth to the first and the 
eleventh to the second," 

The 74th edition is still in existence. 
This fact is stated for the benefit of 
those who, not finding the quotations I 
gave on the page specified, might con- 
clude that no such quotation exists. The 
quotations are exact in every particular. 

Why the volume was thus recast we 
will leave the reader to judge. I have 
used Dr. Haldeman's work in the prep- 
aration of my address because, so far as 
I know, the Christian Scientists have 
never attempted a refutation of its prop- 
ositions. With the Bible in our hands, 
no refutation is possible.. As an emi- 
nent authority has shown, Christian 
Science denied the following fundamen- 
tal doctrines of Holy Writ: 

It denies the creation of the material 
universe. 

It denies the existence of sin. 

It denies the facts of sin. 

It denies death. 

It denies that God formed man from 
the dust of the earth. 

It denies that God is three persons in 
one Godhead. 

It denies that the Holy Spirit is a per- 
son. 

It denies that Mary ever gave birth to 
corporeal Christ. 

It denies that Jesus ever had a real 
body. 

Ii denies that Jesus is the Christ. 

It denies that the blood of Jesus, shed 
on the Cross, is of any avail to cleanse 
from sin. 

It denies that Christ bore our sins in 
His own body on the tree. 

It denies that Christ died for our sins. 

It denies that Christ offered Himself 
as a sin-offering. 

It denies that Christ died at all. 

It denies that for three days the body 
of Christ was dead in the tomb. 

It denies that Jesus rose in flesh and 
bones. 

It denies that Jesus was an infinite 
personality. 

It denies that Je us continued to exist 
after the Cross. 

It denies that He ascended up into 
heaven and now sitteth at the right hand 
or God. 

It denies the priesthood of Christ. 

It denies justification by faith. 

It denies regeneration, or second birth. 

It denies the resurrection of the body, 
either for the righteous or the unright- 
eous. 

It denies a final judgment. 

It denies that a single soul is unsaved 
today, or can be finally lost. 

It denies the efficacy and value of 
prayer. 

It denies the necessity of marriage as 
a basis of procreation. 

It denies that thenameof Jesus should 
be exalted above every name and His 
personality worshipped. 

These denials justify us in saying that 
while Christian Science is a religion, it 
has very little respect for the teachings 
of the New Testament. Mrs. Eddy- 
handles that book in the most irrever- 
ent fashion. She repudiates the ordi- 
nances of the Church, such as Baptism 
and the Lord's Supper. But as it would 
be asking too much of the editor to give 
space for the sermon in full, let us con- 
sider tke leaching or Christian Science 
on the subject or health: 

Mrs. Eddy says: "Man is never sick." 

The Bible says: "They brought unto 
Jesus all sick people." 

Science and Health, page 40; "You 
say a boil is painful: but that is impos- 
sible. The boil simply manifests your 
belief in pain." 

Page 53— "A man's belier produces 
disease and all its symptoms." 

Page 68 — "Our ancestors never indulg- 
ed in the refinement of inflamed bron- 
chial tubes, because they were as igno- 
rant as Adam, berore he ate the fruit of 
false knowledge, of the existence of such 
things as tubes and troches, lungs and 
lozenges." I 

That it to say. that ir parents will 
keep their children in ignorance that 
there dentists, oculists andaurists, there 
will never be any toothache, defective 
eyes or ears. Does any sane man believe 
this? Did the specialist produce the dis- 
ease, or the disease the specialist? 

Page 69— "All disease is the result or 
education." 

Page 294— "One disease is as much a 
delusion as another." 

Page 372— "Disease is a fear." 

Page 385 — "Catarrh, rheumatism or 
consumption are not because of climate, 
but on account of belief." 
. Page 384 — "The evidence of the senses 
is not to be accepted in the case of sick- 
ness." 

Such statements as these are the basis 
of all Christian Science teaching. If we 



could reconstruct ourselves, so that the 
senses did not convey impressions to the 
brain, we could all be Christian Scien- 
tists. But as man is constituted as he is 
at present, he will likely accept the tes- 
timony or his senses for some time lo 
come. 

But if the evidence of the senses is not 
to be accepted in case of sickness, is it 
to be accepted in case of health ? 

Page 400 — ' Some lime it will be learn- 
ed that mind constructs the body and that 
with its own materials. Hence no break- 
age or dislocation can really occur." 

That can only be true in a world where 
there are no bones to break. 

Opposed to the teachings of Mrs. Ed- 
dy is the teachings of the New Testa- 
ment. Jesus said, "They that are whole 
need not a physician, but they that are 
sick." He did not think that sickness 
was an illusion. 

"And all the city was gathered togeth- 
er at the door. And He healed many 
that were sick of divers diseases."— 
Mark 1:3:1-:: l. 

If Jesus knew that these people were 
not sick and did not tell them so. He is 
not worthy of our trust. If they only 
jiiought they wero sick He should have 
said so as an honest man. Besides, ir 
they were not sick He pretended to work 
miracles which were no miracles, and is 
guilty or deception. The very sugges- 
tion of such things is a reflection upon 
the character of Christ. 

He healed a man who was deaf and 
dumb: He healed the sick of the palsy; 
He healed a / woman who had an issue of 
blood; He healed the paralytic and the 
blind, and many others. According to 
Christian Science, these people were not 
sick and were not healed. The New 
Testament says they were sick and that 
Jesus healed them. Are we to believe 
Mrs. Eddy or the Son of God? 

The Apostles worked many miracles 
of healing. Did they deceive the peo- 
ple and pretend lo heal them when they 
were not sick? 

We have already trespassed upon the 
editor's space, but we close with this 
statement: According to the teachings 
of Mrs. Eddy, Christian Science never 
worked a single cure. For if there is 
no sickness, how can anyone be sick? 
And if no one is sick, how can anyone 
make them well? 

If people only think they are sick, the 
alleged Christian Science cures are in 
the class with those effected by ihe bread 
pills of the physicians. 

If sickness is real, then Mrs. Eddy's 
leaching is false If sickness is not real, 
then all claims of Christian Science heal- 
ing are false. 

They that are whole need not a physi- . 
cian.

Such methods have proven very effica- 
cious in the past and Judge Davison in- 
tends to give the matter a thorough try- 
out in the hope that he will thus be able 
to definitely locate the illicit vendors of 
liquor in the city and bring them to law. 
The judge rightly says that he will en- 
force the law without fear and that he 
intends to play no favorites in carrying 
this method of ascertaining the guilty 
parties into effect.— Stanford Interior 
Journal.

Reduced Officers' Salaries. 

In view of the curtailment of service 
made necessary by the current depress 
ion of business and the consequent re- 
duction of the opportunity of many hun- 
dreds of employees to earn the wages to 
which they have been accustomed, Pres 
ident Fairfax Harrison, of the Southern 
Railway Company, has deemed that it 
is only fair that the officers of the com- 
pany should also share the sacrifice. He 
has accordingly reduced his own salary 
20 per cent, and has asked all the other 
officers receiving salaries in excess of 
$2,500 per annum to accept temporary 
reduction on a descending scale, propor 
tioned to the amount of their salaries, 
■ 3 as to distribute the personal sacrifice 
equitably. Under the plan adopted the 
pay of those receiving salaries of as 
much as $2,700 will be reduced 2 per 
cent. The officers affected have all ac- 
cepted the situation with loyal appreci- 
ation of the necessity of a spirit of mu- 
tual sacrihee. 

Local Officials Can Suppress 
Handbooks. 

In an opinion rendered by the Court 
of Appeals last week in the case of the 
Commonwealth against Lawrence Starr, 
appealed from Jefferson county, the 
Court held that gamblers running hand- 
books and poolrooms may be stopped if 
local authorities so desire. Starr had 
been indicted under the act of 1908 on 
the charge of maintaining a place in 
which bets were wagered on horse races. 
A demurrer had been sustained to the 
indictment because it was held to be 
unconstitutional. The attorneys for 
Starr contended that the act as amended 
in 1908 was invalid because it did not 
set out in full the part of the old act that 
was written into the new act. Again, 
that the title of the act did not carry to 
the Legislator the true meaning of the 
act. The law is that there shall be a 
fine imposed of not less than $1,000 nor 
more than $5,000 and in addition there 
must be a jail sentence of not less than 
six months nor more than one year. 
The statute provides that it shall be an 
offense for any person to provide, open, 
control, manage.or keep any room, build- 
ing, float, v essel or premises where bets 
or wagers may be made on horse races. 
In construing the act, however, the 
court held that it did not make any dif- 
ference whether bets were made op not, 
if the premises or place was provided. 
A scorching attack is made by Judge 
Turner on poolroom and handbook bet. 
ting, and the Commonwealth Attorneys 
are urged to put a stop to it. i

Kentucky Laborers. 

There are are 806,980 persons in Ken- 
tucky that work for a living, and 455.070 
of them are employed upon the farms, 
according to a report which has just been 
issued by the United States Census Bu- 
reau. Of the persons engaged in agri- 
cultural pursuits, the bulk of them are 
farm operators and farm laborers. The 
farm operators number 248,954, and 238,- 
321 are men and 10,773 are women. 
There are 196,373 farm laborers in the 
State, and 177,913 are males and 19,060 
females. There are 499 dairy farmers 
in the State, and they employ 567 labor- 
ers and 19 foremen. There are also 214 
persons in the State whose principal 
source of income is from stock raising. 
The number of cowboys and sheep herd- 
ers in this State is 472. In the entire 
United Slates there are over 71,580,^70 
persons over ten years of age, and 38,- 
167,336, or 53 per cent of this numbur 
are engaged in gainful occupations. Of 
the gainfully occupied, 12,059.102, or 33 
per cent, are engaged in agriculture. 
There arc 5,865,000 farm operators in 
i nation, and they employ 5.975,000 
laborers.

Lassing, of Newport, former member of 
the Kentucky Court of Appeals, general 
counsel; James L. Watkins, successful 
Lexington business man, treasurer, and 
Jo C. VanMeter, of Lexington, farmer 
and business man, secretary. 

The executive committee is composed 
of Messrs. McCreary, Berryman, Wat- 
kins, Lassing axd John W. Vreeland, of 
Louisville, publisher of the Farmers'

Tobacco 10 Feet Tall 

The tallest stalk of tobacco ever seen 
in this part of the Stale— it is believed 
the tallest ever grown anywhere — was 
exhibited here court day by R. C Pep- 
per, who farms on the place of J. F. 
Cook, of Lexington, which lies east of 
Stanford, on the Dix river bottoms. 
The stalk measured exactly 10 feet in 
height, and although Mr. Pepper had 
not topped it, he cut from it 10 large 
leaves of the finest texture. Mr. Cook, 
who was here court day, took the mam- 
moth stalk back to Lexington with him 
to exhibit there. The tobacco grown by- 
Mr. Pepper is a cross between Stand-up 
and White Burley tobaccos. He had in 
20 acres last season, which yielded h500 
pounds to the acre, and sold very high, 
paying about t450 an acre. The tall 
stalk was raised on new ground and a 
numberof others approached it in height. 
—Stanford Interior Journal.
